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Mayor pro tem outlines link to major cities

Romulus Mayor Pro Tem 
Randolph Gear recently 
attended the League of Cities 
convention in Houston, Texas, 
where he found four major 
problems affecting many cities 
in the nation. 

“We talked about the en- 
vironment and the shortage of 
landfills,'’ Gear said. “We 
talked about what to do with 
toxic waste. We discussed the 
aging problem and what to do 
with it. The societv is getting 


older, and we don’t know what 
to do about it.” 

City representatives also dis- 
cussed the need for more 
affordable housing and how to 
curtail drugs in the com- 
munity. 

Although the problems 
appeared vast. Gear said the 
convention was beneficial be- 
cause colleagues from around 
the country offered advice and 
possible solutions. 

In Romulus, the city is faced 
with a handful of problems that 
can be solved, according to 
Gear. The problems include a 


need for more single- and mul- 
tiple-family dwellings and a 
need for more soup kitchens for 
the homeless. 

“People need a place to live 
that is close to work,” Gear 
said. “With gas going up, it’s 
too expensive for people to 
drive. ” 

The strong points for Romu- 
lus include a solid senior citizen 
program and a newly de- 
veloped recycling program, 
which is taking off with great 
speed. 

Gear said even though there 
is a drug problem in Romulus, 
the police have done a terrific 


job to stabilize the situation. 

“We’ll just have to crack 
down more,” Gear said 

Gear believes the federal 
government should set aside 
more allocations to help 
seniors. Allocations, however, 
should be split equally to help 
seniors and youth programs, 
he said. 

Gear is also in favor of hav- 
ing district teachers stress the 
importance saving the environ- 
ment 

The future of Romulus could 
be a bright one if city officials 
work hard to attract new de- 
velopers to the area, he said. 


“We would like to be a con- 
vention center one day,” Gear 
said. “We’re now seeking to 
build a convention center on 
Wick Road next to the airport." 

Gear said if the city can build 
a convention center, the de- 
velopment would spark con- 
struction of a hotel and a shop- 
ping area north of the airport 
and promote Romulus in the 
long run. 

“We don’t want to overbuild 
though.” Gear said. “We can’t 
forget to take care of the fami- 
lies here.” 

Gear attended the annual 
convention Dec. 3.

It’s also 
for the quick action of the 
police handling the Feb. 8 
capture of people perpetrat- 
ing a robbery of the Romulus 
Co-Op branch.” 


This is the first time the 
Romulus Police Department 
has received this award. 

Besides demonstrating 
quick action on the job, 
Romulus police also helped 
educate residents on the pro- 
cess of handling emergen- 
cies. 

A handful of residents re- 
cently have been asking 
police why officers ask so 
many questions when a caller 
dials 911 before sending a 
police car or other emergency 
assistance. 

“It’s important for the cal- 
ler to know that when we re- 
ceive an emergency call, the 
dispatcher must ascertain the 
nature of the emergency, any 


description of the subjects in- 
volved and any injuries or ill- 
ness,” one police officer said. 

Romulus police said in most 
cases, when the officer is 
asking the questions on a 911 
call, a car is being dispatch- 
ed. 

“Information gained im- 
mediately from the 911 caller 
aids in the quick 
apprehension of a perpetrator 
and assures that the proper 
emergency assistance is on 
the way,” the officer said. 
“Please attempt to remain 
calm when calling 911 and fol- 
low our dispatchers’ direc- 
tions as they are trained to get 
you the assistance you need in 
the best way possible.” 


Parents support schools

It’s not surprising Romulus 
residents decided in 1990 to 
take on one of the highest tax 
brackets of any community to 
make a better school system. 

Romulus parents have been 
supporting the schools for a 
number of years. About 26 
years ago, Romulus School 
Board officials asked residents 
to approve a $4 million expan- 
sion project. .for the district, 
which was met with hearty 
approval. 

School officials in 1964 were 
asking for a swimming pool, 
two new elementary schools, 
expansion of the high school 
and renovation to the junior 
high. 

About 100 residents seated in 
the Romulus Senior High au- 
ditorium listened to school offi- 
cials explain the need for two 
elementary schools, one to 
serve the Cory area and one to 


serve the southwest area in 
1964. 

School board officials stated 
the elementary schools would, 
initially, house 350 to 400 stu- 
dents with the provision of 
adding four to six classrooms 
later. These schools would in- 
clude an administration office, 
multi-purpose rooms and cli- 
nics. The cost for the project 
would be $900,000. 

Expansion of the high school 
would include 28 teaching sta- 
tions such as: four shops, two 
homemaking rooms, three 
commercial, two biology, one 
band, one vocal, one arts and 
crafts, two game and activity 
or one gymnasium or one 
swimming pool and 12 clas- 
srooms. The cost for the expan- 
sion would be more than $1.7 
million. 

The renovation of the junior 
high included two homemaking 
rooms, two music rooms, five 
science rooms, three shop 
rooms, three physical educa- 


tion rooms, two art rooms and 
18 general classrooms. 

The total for the two 
elementary schools, senior 
high expansion, junior high re- 
novation, site purchase and au- 
ditorium came to more than 
$3.6 million. 

School board officials were 
hoping to complete the project 
by fall 1964. 

On Nov. 26, 1990, Romulus re- 
sidents approved two of three 
ballot proposals. Proposition 
one, the renewal of 37 niills; 
and proposition two, asking for 
$45 million to improve the 
schools, both passed. 

The first proposition was 
geared for 10 additional years 
of general operating funds to 
pay the daily cost of operating 
the school district. The costs in- 
clude, but are not limited to, 
salaries, teaching supplies, 
lights, heat, repairs and buses. 

Under proposition two, 
school officials were asking for 
more than $45 million.

As a child, Bob Reekinger of 
Canton Township loved playing 
with toy trains. 

He still does, but today he's 
paid for it. Well, sort of. 

Reekinger and his wife, Bon- 
nie, own Plymouth Yard Hob- 
,bies, 904 Starkweather, a store 
for toy train enthusiasts. 

During the holidays, his store 
buzzes with excitement. A 
train runs underneath a Christ- 
mas tree among the many de- 
corations. 

Although Reekinger doesn’t 
know when the tradition 
started, he knows Lionel 
Trains Inc., the renowned toy 
train manufacturer, started 
producing trains in 1900. 

Before 1900, the English pro- 
duced toy trains, Reekinger 
sgid. Some were push-toys 
made of cast iron. 

Train collecting in the U.S. 
skyrocketed in popularity dur- 
ing the 1930s and 1940s before 
reacing its peak in the early 
1950s. 

After the '50s, slot-car racing 
was the rage until trains re- 
gained their lost popularity in 
the late 1970s. 

Lionel trains, according to 
Reekinger, have steamed up 
the charts in sales - reaching 
an all-time high in 1988. 

Since he was a youngster, he

store owner 

has charted his interest in 
trains. 

“My first Christmas with 
Lionel trains was when I was 
nine,” Reekinger said. "When 
I turned on the light, before 
going downstairs, the switch 
triggered trains (to move).” 

Later, in high school, he set up 
large elaborate tracks on a cou- 
ple of pingpong tables. 

Reekinger, however, tem- 
porarily lost interest in trains 
as youth gave way to adulthood 
or as he put it, discovering 
women. 

But he soon was back on 
track. 

His pride and joy is a stan- 
dard-gauge Lionel train set 
which was made in 1907, which 
still runs smoothly. 

Although Lionel stopped pro- 
ducing the standard-gauge 
series in the 1930s, they have 
recently started producing 
them again as the “Lionel Clas- 
sics.” 

This year, the hottest classic 
replica is the 700 E. Hudson.

train enthusiasts, one quickly 
realizes that it's a world unto 
itself. 

For example, the collector 
series differs from the tradi- 
tional series, while collectors 
are not necessarily operators. 

The Lionel traditional series 
is generally for beginners and 
children, ranging from $80 to 
$350. The collector series is for 
serious collectors. 

Operators run their trains, 
and are not overly concerned 
with the resale value of the 
trains. 

Collectors, on the other hand, 
usually keep their trains in a 
glass display case, he said, 
while other collectors keep 
their trains in their original, 
sealed boxes. 

The most popular trains are 
steam as opposed to diesel en- 
gines, said Reekinger. 

People enjoy the die-cast 
metal steam trains, which 
whistle, blow smoke, make 
chugging sounds and have an 
operating headlight. 

You can even watch the side 
rods on the engine move, he 
added. 

For operators, Reekinger 
gives the following tips to keep 
their trains in condition: lubri- 
cate bearing points, motor 
shifts, and gears; and clean 
wheels on the cars. 

“They last forever if they’re 
properly maintained.” 



Local psychic recommends caution for 1 990

With the Jan. 15 United Na- 
tions deadline for war

Within the next four years. 
Elizabeth predicts the United 
States will become more in- 
volved with helping the Soviet 
Union. The United States will 
also form stronger relations 
with the Soviets and will help to 
change the economy, accord- 
ing to Elizabeth 


“Controversial issues that 
will come into play even stron- 
ger in 1991 are war, abortion 
and taxes,” Elizabeth said. 
“Moral and ethical issues will 
be more focused on.” 

President George Bush will 
travel plenty in 1991. Elizabeth 
said there will be a lot of con- 
centration on what Bush has to 
say in the next few months. 

“Protests will come into 
focus, but they won't be as 
strong as in the 1960s,” Eli- 
zabeth said. 

It will be a tough two years 
for school millages. according 
to Elizabeth Some problems 
may arise with organizations 
involving children, including 
pre-school groups. 

“There may be some prob- 
lems in 1991 with children s 
organizations,’’ Elizabeth 
said. "There will be more scan- 
dals with pre-schools." 

As Gov -elect John Engler 
takes office. Elizabeth predicts 
Detroit will be hit hard during 
the next few years. 


“Coleman Young will be out 
of office by the end of 1991," 
Elizabeth said. "There will be 
major problems around the 
automotive industry more so 
than there are now." 

Businesses won t suffer as 
much as in the past two years. 
Elizabeth said businesses that 
will probably struggle are air- 
lines, automotive and electro- 
nics. 

In terms of money. Elizabeth 
predicts by the end of 1991 . peo- 
ple will be coming out of debt 
and banks will be more secure, 
but that doesn't mean buying a 
surge in the housing market, at 
least not right away 

“People won t feel secure ab- 
out the housing market until 
1992.” Elizabeth said 

Marriages will be plentiful in 
1991, but divorces will also in- 
crease. Elizabeth said gold will 
be a good investment after 
March 

“This is not going to be a 
negative year.’’ Elizabeth 
said. "There will just be some 


major news stories right after 
the new year, especially be- 
cause everything has been so 
suppressed."

Let’s all work 
from the same 
set of rules 

There is nothing quite as confusing as a city charter. 

The Westland city charter, in particular an item re- 
garding the requirements of individuals who are elected 
or appointed to city offices, may be interpreted in many 
different ways. 

The same article given to three different people was 
read three different ways and thought to mean three diffe- 
rent things. 

In a previous editorial we supported Mayor Robert 
Thomas’ position on selecting only residents of the city to 
serve on city boards and commissions. 

Perhaps we spoke too soon, and then again maybe we 
did not. 

In most cases, we do agree that members of boards and 
commissions, as well as city directors, should live within 
city boundaries. 

In Westland it would be a rarity to find a city director, 
who is in a position to make policy for the city, residing 
within these limits. 

Police and firefighters unions fought residency require- 
ments several years ago and succeeded. They can not be 
required to live within the city that they work. 

Members of the zoning board of appeals, the planning 
commission and the historical commission should reside 
within the city as those are the restrictions set by charter 
- as it is most commonly interpreted. 

It was only after the issue died down a bit that we 
realized at whom Mayor Thomas’ barbs were directed. 
His arguments for requiring all appointees to boards and 
commissions to be residents was pointed directly at the 
Westland Economic Development Advisory Commis- 
sion. 

Few members of this advisory board are residents, but 
they do have business interests in Westland. 

Last week, members of this commission received let- 
ters from the mayor asking for their resignations. They 
refused. 

After further inquiries we learned that the EDAC is not 
governed by the city charter. 

They make no policy, set no rules or even develop city- 
funded programs. 

The advisory commission was established as part of a 
state program and is governed by state statute. When 
enacted, communities were free to participate in the 
program which also included several other initiatives. 
Westland leaders than chose to participate. 

This is all according to the attorney representing the 
city. 

The mayor’s attempt, therefore, to remove these indi- 
viduals from their posts should be squashed. 

These individuals each have a right to sit on the com- 
mission and participate in its functions. They have great 
interest in the economic development of Westland and 
have a past record of serving the community well. 

They spoke out against development of a county jail at 
the Eloise property, they have participated and lent argu- 
ment to the debate to limit noise from the airport and 
have taken action to determine what businesses like and 
dislike about the city of Westland. 

We would continue to support the effort of the mayor to 
see that all those individuals appointed to director’s posi- 
tions or commission posts are resident of the city, but not 
in regard to this particular group. 

The wrong commission has been targeted for this par- 
ticular message, and we believe the requests for resigna- 
tions be withdrawn. 

Also, we believe that everyone should start playing 
from the same rule book, lest we all become overwrought 
and terribly confused about the “rights and wrongs’’ in 
the city.

A bald, fat old man jumping 
up and disrupting his grand- 
daughter’s dance recital and 
yelling ‘‘Willie Horton just hit a 
three-run homer”. That’s 
Ernie. So is the husband with 
the Sony Walkman tuned to 
WJR in the Sinai Hospital de- 
livery room while helping his 
wife with her breathing during 
the birth of their first child. 

There’s a fan in Alpena who 
remembers with sadness Dick 
McAuliffe hitting into his only 
double play of the year to end 
the final game in 1967. And so it 
the 16-year-old cruising Tele- 
graph in his 1969 Ford Falcon 
with the Tiger game blaring. 

A skinny batboy for the 
Atlanta Crackers, a correspon- 
dent for the Sporting News at 
age 15. a reporter for the Atlan- 
ta Constitution, an announcer 
traded for a catcher, the televi- 
sion voice of the shot heard 
around the world, a song writer 
for Mitch Ryder.

that was “long gone” or if he 
were given a dollar for every 
heart that was broken on Dec.

“Tiger birthday greetings go 
out to the 90-year-old great- 
grandmother from Benton 
Harbor who’s been a loyal Ti- 
ger fan for 80 years” and “Ti- 
ger get-well wishes to the 8- 
year-old getting her tonsils out 
at Harper Hospital.” That’s 
Ernie. 

Whether it’s the heat of the 
pennant drive or they are play- 
ing out the stretch in Septem- 
ber, the bespectacled man in 
the overcoat and beret will let 
us know when the “fans are 
starting up the rhythmic ap- 
plause because the Tigers need 
some instant runs.” 

We listened to him on the 
beach in Traverse City, camp- 
ing out in the U.P., with the 
sound turned down on the tele- 
vision broadcast, and traveling 
to Florida on Interstate-75 for 
spring break.

The Michigan Department of Natural Resources (MDNR), and the United Slates Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (U.S. EPA) Region V, hereby give notice of their intent to issue 
a joint Michigan Public Act 64 operating license and federal Resource Conversation and 
Recovery Act (RCRA> permit to Environmental Waste Control, Inci^EWC). The operating 
license and RCRA permit would allow EWC to continue to operate a commercial hazardous 
waste storage and treatment facility at 27140 Princeton Avenue in Inkster. Michigan. 

EWC currently operates its hazardous waste storage tanks and wastewater treatment tanks 
and filtration equipment under a State hazardous waste facility operating license issued July 
7, 1982. and a Consent Judgment issued by the Wayne County Circuit Court April 18. 1988, 
as amended on December 3, 1990. This draft license authorizes the upgrading of the facility, 
including the installation of above-ground waste storage tanks to replace two surface 
impoundments that have been closed, the construction of a hazardous waste container 
storage building, and improvements to containment structures at the facility. This notice is 
given in accordance with Section 24 of Act 64. R 299.951 1 of the Act 64 Administrative 
Rules, Section 7004 of RCRA and Title 40, Section 124.10 of the Code of Federal 
Regulations. 

The MDNR and U.S. IPA invite public comment on the application, the draft operating 
license, and the draft RCRA permit. 

A public hearing will be held on Thursday. February 7, 1991 . at the Cherry Hill Adult Center 
Auditorium located at 28500 Avondale Road in Inkster. Michigan. The parking lot is located 
in back of the building off Harrison Street. The hearing will begin at 7:00 p.m. and will 
continue until all persons have had the opportunity to present their comments for the record. 
Speakers should register by 7:30 p.m., limit their oral presentations to five minutes, and if 
possible, submit two copies of their presentations to the MDNR and U.S. EPA in written 
form at the hearing. The public comment period for the operating license application, the 
draft operating license, and the draft RCRA permit begins on January 3, 1991 . and ends on 
February 19. 1991. 

The EWC operating license application, the draft Act 64 operating license, the draft RCRA 
permit, the facility fact sheet, and information regarding the MDNR/U.S. EPA assessment 
of prior releases of hazardous waste are available for inspection at the MDNR Southeast 
Michigan District Office, located at 38980 Seven Mile Road in Livonia.

Mickey Murata at 313-563-2822). These matenals and other supporting documents, includ- 
ing all information submitted by the applicant, are also available at the MDNR Waste 
Management Division Office located on the first floor of the South Ottawa Building in 
Lansing, Michigan (contact Ms. Cheryl Howe at 517-373-9881); and at the U S. EPA Region 
V Office, RCRA Permitting Branch, located at 230 South Dearborn Street in Chicago, 
Illinois (contact Ms. Loma Jereza at 312-353-5110). Copies of the documents may be 
obtained by sending your request and mailing address to Ms. Jan Adams at the MDNR 
Lansing address given below. If the requested documents contain more than 50 pages, the 
copying casts will be assessed. 

After the close of the public comment period and before issuing a final permit decision, the 
MDNR and U.S. IPA will evaluate all comments received. The final permit decisions by 
the MDNR and the U.S. IPA will be communicated to the applicant, all persons who submit 
written comments, all persons who make statements at the public hearing, and all persons 
on the facility mailing list. Under R 299.951 1 of the Act 64 Administrative Rules and Title 
40 of the Code of Federal Regulations, Section 124. 17, the MDNR and U.S. EPA w ill also 
respond to all significant comments on the operating license and permit, specify which 
provisions of the draft operating license and permit were changed, if any, and indicate 
whether additional documents have been included in the administrative record. 

The U.S. EPA and the MDNR also give notice that further evaluation is necessary to 
determine whether or not releases of hazardous waste or hazardous constituents lo the 
environment have occurred or are occurring from any solid waste management unit 
(SWMU) at the EWC facility. The determination is one of the steps U.S. IPA is undertaking 
to fulfill its obligations under the RCRA Hazardous and Solid Waste Amendments of 1984 
(HSWA). Section 3004(u) of RCRA requires that all hazardous waste management pennits 
issued after November 8. 1984 require corrective action for all releases of hazardous waste 
or hazardous constituents to the environment from any SWMU at a facility that w ill be issued 
a permit. Furthermore, penmts may contain a schedule of compliance for such corrective 
action when such corrective action cannot be completed pnorto issuance of the permit, and 
must contain assurances of financial responsibility for completing corrective action, w aste 
minimization, and minimum technology requirements. 

Written comments on the application, the draft operating license, and draft RCRA permit 
will be accepted during the public comment penod. All comments submitted for considera- 
tion by the MDNR and U.S IPA must he postmarked by February 19. 1991. Comments 
regarding the Act 64 operating license should be addressed to:

‘Great powder’ within driving 
distance of metropolitan Detroit

Jeff Burnside of Dearborn 
loves to ski up north all winter. 

Except, of course, on the 
occasions when money runs 
dry. 

When that happens, Burn- 
side turns to the local slopes, 
namely Alpine Valley. 

"The local slopes aren’t as 
difficult or as vertical as the 
ones up north, but they are 
much, much cheaper," he said. 
"You can drive there and re- 
turn home in the same night.” 

For Karen Nichols of Dear- 
born, skiing is great no matter 
where you go,, although she 
says she prefers the.challenge 
of northern Michigan slopes. 

"It's self-expression and a 
thrill," she said. "It’s fun to be 
outside running around in the 
snow instead of doing nothing 
around the house.” 

While local slopes tend to be 
smaller in size, most provide 
easy access, good skiing for the 
buck and an enjoyable evening 
or day alternative to indoor 
winter sports such as bowling.
